Group I, claim(s) 1-25, drawn to a bonding method, in which the metal bonding portion 
of the object has a hardness of 200 Hv or less. 

Group II, claim(s) 26-49, drawn to a bonding apparatus wherein objects to be bonded 
have metal bonding portion having a hardness of 200 Hv or less. 
A metal bonding portion having a hardness of 200 Hv or less is common technical 
feature of Inventions I and II. However, JP 2001-138255 discloses a metal bonding 
portion (gold bump on a chip) having a hardness of 200 Hv or less [H 6] and so it is not 
Applicant's contribution over prior art. Thus, the common technical feature is not a 
special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 and claims 1-49 fail to form a single 
general inventive concept. Therefore, unit of invention is lacking and restriction is 
proper. 

2. Upon election of Group I or II above, a further species election is required. 
Group A: The objects to be bonded are light emitting element and a probe [appears to 
be claim 21 in group I OR claim 47 in Group II). 

Group B: The objects to be bonded are chip and wafer [appears to be claims 22-24 in 
Group I OR claims 48-49 in Group II).
